Mammoth Rose and Shrub farms 
Will Be Cultivated In Mis- 


Lula, Miss.—A rose and shrub farm 
Is Mississippi’s newest Industry and 
so far as known, the only oae In the 
South. The farm was formerly the 
property of Gpv. Alcorn, and waa one 
of the finest cotton plantations in the 
Della. It Is about four miles from- 
this city on the Yazoo Pass. 

The property, which is in the north- 
east corner of Coahma county, lying 
along the railroad from Helena, Ark., 
to Jonestown. Miss., Is owned by a 
northern corporation. The soil along 
the Yazoo Pass, which is an outlet for 
Moon lake to Cold water river, Is a 
black, sandy loam, admirably adapted 
to growing roses and shrubs. 

While only a small part of the old 
Alcorn place is now in cultivation, it 
is the purpose of the manager of the 
farm to plant at least 1,000 acres in 
roses and shrubs. Already there la a 
good demand for the products of this 
unique industry. The soft wood root¬ 
ing process is used and the results 
are good. 

Roses and plants are shipped to the 
North and West in large quantities, to 
Boston. New York. Chicago, St. Louis 
and other large cities, and last year 
the company could not handle all the 
orders received for rose plants, yard 
shrubs and hedge stock, it is said 
a larger growth or culllngs can be 
produced here than elsewhere, while 
the plants mature raster.

END OF TRIBAL STATE. 

Feasting and Dancing the Order 

Throughout tha Two Territorlea— 
Sioux Guests of Old Enemies, 
the Pawnees. 

Guthrie, Okla —The Indians of Okla¬ 
homa are taking advantage of the in 
terlm between the passing away of 
old conditions and the advent of the 
new state government in general dem¬ 
onstrations and celebrations all over 
the two territories They apparent 
ly desire to have the time of their 
lives before finally resigning to the 
inevitable lot of citizens of the Unit¬ 
ed States government. 

The biggest gathering of Indians Is 
near Hominy, in the Osage nation. 
The Poncas. Otoes. Kiowas. Coman- 
ches, Kawe sad Big and Little Osages 
have been celebrating the passage of 
the allotment bill there for several 
weeks and are still putting In the 
time feasting and dancing. The Osage 
Indians also celebrated the ancient 
custom of conferring the "medicine" 
decree upon the oldest son. Pawnee- 
Wah Wa-Tah presided as chief orator 
The celebration was held near Gray 
Horse. The "sacred pack" has been 
held by one family for six years, but 
later it will be passed on to the next 
best friend of tb« family with similar 
ceremonies’. 

The Pawnee Indians have been en¬ 
tertaining their old euemies. the 81oux. 
for several weeks with the green corn 
dance and feasting. Buffalo and pony 
dances were also Indulged In an-! 
many ponies and blankets were gjven 
the Sioux visitors by the Pawnees 
Agent Nellis, of the Pawnees, made a 
trip to the scene of the festivities and 
warned the Indians that It would lie a 
crime to give away posies and blank¬ 
ets that had been mortgaged. 

The Indians of the Quapaw agency 
are preparing for a big farewell cele¬ 
bration at Wyandotte, continuing four 
days The Senecas. Wyandottes. Ml 
amis, Ottawas, Quapaw*. Modocs. 
Delawares and Peorlas will partici¬ 
pate The Quapaws will give their 
green corn and stomp dances, ad 
dresses will be msde by prominent 
Indians and each night during the cel 
ebratton the old-time religious custom 
of returning thanks to the Great Sptr 
It for bountiful crops will be cele 
brated. 

The Ponca Indians are arranging 
the biggest demonstration to be held 
September 15 and 16. the thirteenth 
anniversary of the opening of the 
atrip to settlement. 

All Oklahoma Indians will be Invlt- 
ed to attend and invitations are be 
lng sent out to all northern tribes to 
participate The list includes Sioux. 
Wtnnebagos, Omaha* and several oth¬ 
ers The Oroahas. of which the Pon 
cas are a branch, frequently visit with 
the latter tribe, and these visits are 
returned by the Poncas 

The entertainment being provided 
or the Poncas. Includes dances, 
smokes, buffalo feas'a and other In 
dlan amusements I» return, the Wa¬ 
iting tribes will give cosily presents. 
Including ponies and blankets, ar.d 
the Poncas will Uaewise lavish gifts 
upon the visitors The head chief of 
the Poncas has arranged with the 
Miller Hrothersiof "101" ranch to fur¬ 
nish all the cattle and buffalo needed 
for the 'feast. The Poncas expect to 
entertain 4.000 visitors and they will 
bear the entire expense 

Since the passage of the statehood 
bill soma Indian tribes that have not 


yet been declared cilizena of the Unit¬ 
ed States have Shown a disposition 
to seek such recognition. The Kaws 
have been making application for citi¬ 
zenship and Mrs Frank Lessert, one 
of the wealthiest Kaws and the owner 
of 400 acres of land near Kaw City, 
waa given a certificate of competency 
and a similar certificate was given to 
George Hardy, son of the Kaw chief. 
Gen. William Hardy, and cousin of 
Congressman Curtis, of Kansas.
